State Revenues Climb Upward 


In the September number of the Tax Digest, published by 
the California Taxpayers association, there 1s an interesting 
article by that organization’s tax counselor, John M. Pierce. 
Mr. Pierce points out that the state of California, ence to 
its recently adopted budget, expects to collect $545,581, in 
revenue during the present biennium, most of which will a 
inate in the form of state taxes, some from license fees, a ; e 
part will be federal aid. However, even the latter involves 
the local tax burden—for California taxpayers are now paying 
annually $200,000,000 in federal taxes every year. 

Of the revenue received by the state, about half will be 
turned over -to counties, cities and school districts in various 
kinds of subsidies and grants. About $15,000,000 of the tok 
mainder will go to eliminate the general fund deficit vou “ti 
balance will be spent to finance state government, the state high- 
way system and unemployment relief.

* 1923.25 more than three times, it is pointed out by Mr. 
ith insing this fourteen year period $2,406,626,816 will 
have poured into the state treasury—more than three times the 
combined collections for the previous seventy-four years, the 
total for that period having been $731,000,000. 

In explaining the character of the sources of revenue that 
produce such a vast amount of income for the state, Mr. Pierce 


gays: 


“The gross receipts tax on public utilities was levied by the 
state from 1911 to 1935. Rates ranged from 1 per cent to 9 per 
cent and this tax was in lieu of property taxes, either state-or 
local. Under the Riley-Stewart tax plan, adopted by the voters 
in 1933, the gross receipts tax was discontinued in 1935 and the 
property of public utilities was returned to the local tax rolls. 

“Insurance companies pay & state tax amounting to 2.6 per cent 
of their gross premiums, Banks and corporations pay & net in- 
come tax at rates ranging from 4 per cent to 8 per cent. The 
gasoline tax of 3 cents per gallon is well known to everybody. 
The inheritance tax involves the application of rates ranging from 
2 per cent to 16 per cent. 

“Among the newer state taxes, the best known is the 3 per cent 
retail sales tax. The beverage tax amounts to 2 cents per gallon 
on beer and sweet wine and 1 cent per gallon on dry wine. The 
liquor tax is 80 cents per gallon on‘spirituous liquors. A substan- 
tial amount of revenue is also obtained from liquor licenses of 
different kinds. The personal income tax involves a schedule of 
rates ranging from 1 per cent to 15 per cent, with the same per- 

~ gonal exemptions as are allowed under the well-known federal tax. 
The automobile license tax is levied in lieu of local personal prop- 
erty taxes and is fixed at 1.75 per cent of the market ‘value of such 
vehicles. The motor transportation tax is fixed at 3 per cent of 


the gross receipts of highway transportation companies, both 


common carriers and contract haylers. 

“Federal aid consists principally’ of two items: highway con- 
struction, which amounts to $15,200,000 for the current biennium; 
and pensions for the aged, blind, and orphans, under the Social] 
Security Act, which amount to $37,529,000 for this biennium. 
Federal contributions, are also received for certain special types 
of education, the Veterans Home, and forest protection. 

“Miscellaneous revenues comprise license fees, rents, interest 
on bank deposits, receipts from pay patients in state institutions, 
etc. The largest producer of revenue in this category is motor 
vehicle fees, which will aggregate $24,278,000 during the current 
biennium. The remainder consists largely of license fees of dif- 
ferent kinds, including fish and game, medical examiners, building 

* and loan, and many other regulatory imposts. ‘ 

“Historically, the trend of state revenues deserves some expla- 

“ation. Numerous changes have taken place, some involving rates . 
of taxation, others types of taxation. , 

“In 1923-24, the gasoline tax was inaugurated and has con- 
tinued to produce an ever-increasing amount of revenue. In 1927 
the rate was increased from 2 cents to 3 cents per gallon, but 

: the remaining change in yield has been due to increased consump- 
tion of gasoline. . 

“The bank and corporation franchise tax has had an irregular 
yield, partly because of changes in business prosperity. Up to 
1929, corporation franchises were taxed by the state on the basis 
of property, but since that time net income has been. the measure. 
of the franchise tax. In 1935 the corporation fate was increased 
from 2 per cent to 4 per cent and the maximum bank rate was. 

* increased from 6 per cent to 8 per cent. The yield of this tax has 


also varied materially ‘because of changes in business conditions Mi 


accompanying and following the depression, .. : 

“Jn 1929 the inheritance tax rates were substantially reduced, 
while in.1933 and 1935 the rates were again revised upward, The 
yield of this tax wag also affected by the changes in values. dur- 
ing the depression. 

“In 1933 a major change in the tax system took place. On 
June 27 of that year the Constitution was amended in accordance 
with the provisions of the Riley-Stewart tax-plan. Its primary 
object wag tax relief. for real property. In this connection, the 
counties’ share of the fixed ‘charge for schools, financed by a 
county-wide property tax levy, was transferred to the state. Thus 
property taxes were reduced, but inasmuch as the state treasury 


‘sources of revenue. It chose the sales tax to provide the neces- 
“gary $80,000,000 per biennium and also to relieve the distress caus- 
ed by the shrinkage of other revenues, 

“It was in 1933 also that the motor transportation tax was 

_ enacted, then to apply only to contract haulers and in 1935 to 
embrace common carriers in addition. The same legislative ses- 
sion provided for a tax on beer, which had just been legalized, 
and a schedule of liquor licenses in contemplation of the repeal 
of national prohibition. , 

“In 1935, in accordance with the Riley-Stewart..tax plan, a 
second major change in the. tax structure was effected. On: Jan- 
uary 1 of that year the property of railroads and public utilities 
was returned to the local tax rolls and the gross, receipts taxes 
levied. against these companies were discontinued. This created a 
gap in the state’s income and further new sources of revenue were ; 
tapped. : 

“The 1935 legislature enacted a personal income tax. law, im-

“The growth of the state’s fiscal program in terms of the rev- 
enue collected is in itself significant, in that it indicates the extent 
to which California citizens are called on to finance their state 
budget. Perhaps more important, however, is the fact that this 
ever-increasing tax burden is related more or less directly to the 
demand or need for additional public services. 

“During the depression, unemployment relief became a neces- 
sity. Popular demand has doubtless caused the pension system 
to expand with great rapidity. The people desire an adequate 
highway system and accept the gasoline tax readily. On the other 
hand; many services of government originate from the minds of 
public office holders and special groups of citizens. The cost, ~ 
however, usually rests on the taxpayers as a whole. 

“Just how far the state tax system can be expanded without 
arousing the wrath of public opinion, no one knows, Everyone 
should know that, if the state revenue collections for the current 
biennium, were spread evenly over the population, each family of 
four would pay approximately $350. And this does not include 
county, city, and school ciztrict taxes.”

Joseph Sanford Tells of Feel- 
ing Among People for 
Old Lines

pean countries have been mixed 
up by treaties of the past and

In general, pecple of Germany, 
Italy, Austria and Hungary are 
happy but at the sam: time there 
ig a feeling of dissatisfaction ov- 
er the fact that many of their 
countrymen and much of their 
land are included inside some 
other nation’s boundary lines. 

In Vienna for example, he said, 
the flag is at half mast and a 
pledge declares that scme time 
their country once again wil! oe 
united. 

As to the pcssibility of war, 
Mr. Sanf-rd expressed the belief 
that the c»mmon people do not 
want to fight. ; 

“The feeling cxits there—the 
same as it does here—that ambi- 
tious leaders usually cause war,” 
he said. Oftcn during his very 
interesting discussion he referred 
to the beauty in the old countries, 
of the extensive building opera- 
tions and cf the general appear- 
ance of prosperity.
